In response to the Office Action from Examiner Neil Levy dated April 9, 2007, and 
following a telephone conference between counsel for Applicant and Examiner Levy on April 
13, 2007, Applicant elects to prosecute the invention claimed in Claims 3 and 4 and Claims 6 
through 15, without traverse. 

In further response, Applicant amends the application identified above as follows: cancel 
Claims 1, 2, and 5; amend Claim 3 to make it an independent claim and to include the limitations 
of the claims from which it currently depends; and amend Claim 4 to make it an independent 
claim and to include the limitations of the claims from which it currently depends. Amendments 
to the Claims are reflected in the listing of claims which begins on page 3 of this paper. 

In further response, Applicant elects for prosecution on the merits if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable, without traverse, the species of the invention minimally defined by 
Claim 4, and optionally by one or more of Claims 6 through 15 in addition to Claim 4.
